t I about 38 votes were taken, whep one man 


persons got tielr arm*; heard from same of 
those who were ia companies that they cot their 
gun* from Mr Abbott; they paid f2 apiece for 
them ; it i* said that Mr. Abbott went east and 
got them ; these guns were got for self defense 
—to defend our property ana our live* against 
invaders; the most that I know I*, that Gover- 
nor Shannon commanded t"ie party who were 
brought again it us; don't know of any meeting 
of tbi* body cf men to resist the laws of this 
Territory; don't know any combination tc resist 
the laws of this Territory; the company that 
I know of got their arms after the Missourian* 
had commenced their invasion ; we did not or- 
ganiie to resif.t Governor Shannon, but to de- 
fend oureelvef against the mob of Mi*souriaus 
be brought with him; the purpose of this or- 
ganization wf.s not to reiist the law* of the 
Territory ; wi.s present at the Big Spring Con- 
vention ; ther 3 wa* nothing done at that meet- 
ing but what wa* published in the report:—I 
have never bean at a meeting where there ha* 
been a resolution, recommending a combined 
resistance to tbe laws, passed. . 


By Mr. Ret.itr—My motive for joining this 


military organization was for self defence, ap- 
prehending destruction of property and life ; 
thi* neighborhood was invaded by people from 
Missouri at that time ; property wa* taken and 
destroyed at that time a* I am informed; a 
man was murdered at that time; he wa* one of 
my nearest neighbors ; his name was Thomas 
Barber; was said by the same persons, Dow 
waa murdered; these trouble* commenced in 
the litter part of November, and our military 
organizations were made then; property was 
burned, cattle killed and stolen, team* were 
stopped on the highway, and persons taken 
prisoner* when going on their lawful business; 
these persons were stopped and depredation* 
committed by people in the Missouri camp at 
Wakarusa; boxes were broken open, and corn 
taken by them ; this military organization waa 
not got up to resist the execution of any law ; 
Sheriff Jones came in titid out of town during 
this period as !ie pleased ; be was escorted in 
during the latter part of the invasion ; heard 
Gea Atcbinsoii and other prominent men from 
Missouri were in that camp ; Gen. Richardson 
was a resid^n: of St. Joseph ; iny means of 
knowledge are these : I wintered in St. Je*epb 
in 1855, and bo resided there then; they talked 
of creating a military organization after the 
invasion of tho 30th March. 


Bg Col. Woorlson—Our organization at that 


time was ouly to protect ourselves against any 
and all who should couio agttiuat us to destroy 
our lives and property. 


By Major Oliver—It-was not our purpose to 


resist the territorial laws ; our organlzotion 
had nothing to do with or against tbe laws ; it 
was not the purpose of the people of Lawrence 
to resist the writs of tbe Sheriff; I heard peo- 
ple say if tho Sheriff has any writs let him come 
and arrest them 


By Mr. HoK»ird—I know of no expression of 


opinion by the body as then organized against 
laws; heard individuals express their opinions; 
heard no man ?peak for any person but himself;

States .officer; heurd perhaps one quarter o 
them say so ; naver heard any roan of any part 
say anything against the organic act.
